Specification

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Claim 30 is dependent upon claim 29, which is a canceled claim. Claim 30 refers to "the alloy 
oxide film". There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation. 

Claim 60, line 6 refers to "the primer layer". It is not clear which primer layer is referred to. 
Claim 61, line 6 refers to "the primer layer". It is not clear which primer layer is referred to, 



Claims 4, 5, 7, 9, 11, 13, 20, 21, 24, 34, 35, 36, 59, and 62 are allowed 

Claims 16, 30, 60, and 61 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
